Brazilians Sweep Aboard Seized 
Freighter, Proceed to Amazon 

BELEM, Brazil, Feb. 20 (fPh- The hijacked Venezuelan freighter Anzontcgul, 
flying a Brazilian flag and with Brazilian diplomats and military personnel aboard, 
reached the Amazon river port of Mncapa today. The Brazilian navy prepared to 
transfer -her pro-comrhunist hijackers to a warship . and bring them to Belem. 
The ship's arriyjd at the sleepy equatorial port on th e northern delta of the Ama- 
zon was announced by the 
presidential palace In Bra- 
silia. 

Tli'o^BrazlllWcorTetto Sq'U;. , 
moet was ready to leave MaxApa 
with tho hijackers, who are ex- 
pected. -to be Interned at Belem 
until the Brazilian Foreign Min- 
istry decides whether to grant 
them political asylum, Venezuela 
wants the hijackers extradited, 

The AnEoategiil soUcd'Into the 
Amazon on Tuesday night and 
dropped .anchor near santana, 
about 20 miles west of Macapa. 

In Rio re Janeiro, the' foreign 
ministry sold It had asked the 
Venezuelan -government to send 
representatives to take over the 
ship, seized last week by a 
bond of Venezuelan terrorists. - 

The Brazilian navy aald the 
terrorists would be brought to' 
the ' naval base In Belem and 
held Incommunicado. 

The hijackers, who seized the 
freighter in a dramatic bid to 
discredit Venezuelan President 
Romulo" Betan court's antl-com- 
munlst government, - requested 
asylum In Brazil.. The Venezuel- 
an government demanded their 
return for trial as criminals.

It's a fact 
that was cited when two teachers' col- 
leges were closed In Idaho more than 10 
years ngo. ' *" 

Of the 224 teachers in tho Twin, Falls 
school system, 114 received their diplo- 
■ mas outside, of Idaho, The question is so 
obvibu&y-it-might^as-woll bo asked: If 
Idaho's pay for teachers is so low, how 
'■ can Idaho schools hire teachers from 
other areas? Until quite recent years,, 
. there wcro other areas — notably the 
Dakotas and Minnesota— where pay for 
teachers was even lower. Adult Idahoans 
won't have to think long to recall having 
teachers from those areas. 

There ma y o r ma y no t be a shorta ge 

of teachers. "It's a relative matter and" 
can be debated. But it's also a fact that 
"the 1 states paying the- most have no dif- 
ficulty getting all the teachers they need. 
It's true now more than over; teachers 
— as well as many others following other 
vocations— mre going where they can get 
'. tho most, money. 

- Now, how about those lib Twin Falls 
teachers who received 'their degrees in 
Ida ho? A. good many are married wom- 
en ~wTiQso'~huBbaBuV are" employed" here. 
Others- *krc natives who wouldn't live 
anyplace else.. . > 

There are some persons "who do not 
think it Is' a -healthy, situation to have 
too, many such teachers In a system; it 
can be debated. But there is no question 
local schools reach a point at which they 
no longer can iind local teachers. Bed- 
sides, Twin Falls doesn't have to compote 
with other schools for those teachers 

. whose husbands are ^ permanently em- 
ployed hero or those who would not con- 
sider living anyplace else. Many teachers 
in this group would stay even if their 
pay was cut.

VETERANS' MEDICINE 
That Indefatigable "watchdog of the veterans 
admlru^lratlon,JPr,_PaulJ3. Maanuson, I s bar king 
again. Experience his made It altogether plain 
that his warnings ought not to be Ignored. Poli- 
ticians and organized veterans' groups, he aaya, 
are making another grab for control of VA medi- 
cine. 

A dozen years ago Dr. Magnuson was fired from 
his position aa director of medical alfalra for the 
veterans administration. The resulting commo- 
tion produced a senate Investigation by a sub- 
committee under the chairmanship of Sen^Hubert 
Humphrey which completely vindicated Dr. Mag- 
nuson and blamed the veterans administrator of 
that time, Carl R. Oray, Jr., for developments 
which J'could- conceivably return the-VA. medical 
care program to the shambles which made It a 
national scandal In 1945." 

Dr. Magnuson had been fired because he ob- 
jected vigorously to directives which would have 
brought the management of veterans adminis- 
tration hospitals and medical facilities directly 
under the authority of Uib administrator, by- 
passing the director of medical affairs. Now, he 
assarts, Incumbent VA Administrator John S. 
□leason, Jr, has Inaugurated a simitar move, or- 
dering' VA regional medical directors' to'move 
their offices to Washington and report directly 
to a deputy VA medical director; and this has 
been done despite opposition by -the retiring . medl «. 
cal director. 

It is easy to understand why a veterans ad- 
ministrator would like to centralize control over 
medical affairs under his own direct supervision. 
But there are serious dangers, as. Dr. Moknuson 
has pointed out. In "Interference with medical 
matters by the j administrator which may have a 
direct bearing on the care and treatment of 
patients and hospitals."

American policy -makers are re- 
viewing every front In the cold 
war as tho premises of only yes- 
terday no longer, 
seem valid. But, 
above all. In 
Cuba the review, 
has an urgency] 
that reflects the] 
tangle of politics! 
and power, both' 
national intTlh- 
ternatlonal; 
threatening to 
bring another] 
confrontation at 
least as grave as tun*u coims 
that of last October. 

The way out Is far from clear. 
President Kennedy In Bis private 
correspondence with Chairman 
Khrushchev has put up great 
emphasis on the danger of allow- 
ing up to 17,000 Soviet troops to 
continue to build up a bastion of 
communism 00 mites from Amer- 
ica's shores. 

It is not ruled out that -most 
of these troops will be withdrawn 
and their departure verified. 
This Is, however, a hope fading 
fast as time runs out. 

On March IB the President 
goes to Costa Rica to meet with 
the six Central American presi- 
dents. The presence In Wash- 
ington of Venezuela's President 
Itomulo Betancourt points, up' the 
peril -of-subverslon txported-frbm 
the Cuban bastion. It la (his peril 
that underscores the weakness 
In the administration position. 

Put as simply as possible, the 
facts seem to be: Cuba Is not a 
military threat to the United 
States and to talk as though It 
were ts a' disservice to national 
unity. But It Is a threat to the 
hemisphere, and with the con- 
tinuing deterioration ^n many 
areas In Latin America" this en- 
dangers the whole structure that 
the Alliance for Progress Is de- 
signed to underwrite. 

Therefore, serious considera- 
tion Is being given to a new reso- 
lution to be brought, before the 
Organization of American Slates. 
This would go a step beyond the 
unanimous OAS declaration 
last October In that It would find 
the presence of Soviet troops to 
danger, to the entire hemi- 
sphere. ,

They 
fled, leaving all their possessions 
behind them and often In great 
danger. But as almost Invaria- 
bly happens they have broken up 
Into bitterly antagonistic fac- 
tions and their factionalism Is 
reflected in the politics of Cuba 
In this country. 

The exiles range from those 
whorln-cffett,-detnand-that-the 
United States take direct mill' 
lory action to restore all prop- 
erty to its previous owners— to 
those who were with Castro In 
his weeping reforms up to the 
point when the communists took 
command. It ts not hard for exile 
spokesmen to get to members of 
congress. They have information 
out of Cuba which they believe, 
although from all Indications the 
Russians, are guarding their own 
military enclaves and the only 
Cubans admitted are laborers 
carefully screened. 

There Is an unhappy analogy 
here with what happened after 
China fell to communism In 
I BIB -SO. Chinese exiles; some of 
whom had benefited hugely from 
the graft, that accompanied 
large-scale aid to Chiang Kai- 
shek, exerted a great Influence 
on American policy. Among a 
people unfailingly sympathetic to 
tha plight of homeless . exiles 
'i pressures work' on -public 
ilon nnd "one result Is that our 
Immediate national Interest 
Is lost sight of.
